Exploit of a Roman llaudit. 


It hns been thought that the days 
of 


the Italian Banditti were over, but here is an 
account of a recent exploit, of not less savage 
daring and thrilling adventure than those of 
" long time ago." 


A small Italian town has recently been the 


scene of an exploit almost incredable. It ap- 
peari that on the 25th of January the theatri- 
cal corps of Forlini-Popoli was playing the 
" Death of Ciesar." Forlini-Popoli is a small 
town of about 4000 inhabitants, inclosed by a 
liigh wall, entered by two gates, and scarcely 
three miles from the town of Forli, of which 
it is a kind of suburb.—By eight in the even- 
ing, the hour when the theatres open in Italy, 
nil movement has disappeared from the streets, 
the windows are closed, and the inhabitants 
havo retired to their homes, the coffee-houses, 
or theatres. This absence of activity in the 
streets, which every one remarks at Rome, is 
still more complete in small towns. It may 
then bo understood how, nt Forlini-Popoli, 
and particularly on an evening when the 
theatre is open, the streets sbould be so de- 
sorted as to make possible the occurrence now 
to be related. 


The first act of the piece had terminated, 


and the curtain had just fallen, when sudden- 
ly it rose and disclosed—instead of actors, who 
had disappeared—ten brigands of the band 
del pasnatore, who, iinned with muskets and 
carbines, leveled them so as to command the 
entire rango of the pit and boxes. At the 
same moment, another party, consisting c 
brigands, mado their appearance on the floor 
of the house, the issues of which were guard- 
ed, and armed with sabres and pistols, menac- 
ed the spectators. A moment of stupor, dur- 
ing which no one dared move, elapsed, when 
the chief of the brigands advanced to the foot 
lightti, and exhibiting the keys of the two gates 
of the town, «airl, " Gentlemen, you see by 
these that you are entirely in our power; any 
resistance on your part would lead to disasters 
which I should be the first to deplore, but 
which it depends on you to avert. Listen 
then, to what I have to say. I am about to 
call out the names of several among you : as 
I pronounce a name, let him who bears it step 
forth from his box and step to his house, in 
company with one or two of my friends, who 
will assist him to bring hither nit his hoards 
and that without defrauding us of a porpetto.' 
This said, thu orator displayed a paper, am 
commenced reading the fatal loll. Submission 
was inevitable. A dozen carabineers formec 
the sole police of Forlini-Popoli. 
Six of these 


were in the theatre, and had been gagged b\ 
the brigands. Tho six others, surprised in 
their guard-house, had ventured a vain re 
sistance. The burgomaster was the first vie 
tim. 


Some time was of course required for this 


operation, which did not terminate before 
quarter to twelve. It was probably to shorten 
the agony of the pit and boxes that two bri 
gands went from spectator to spectator, collect- 
ing hatfuls of watches, purses, chains, rings 
and even umbrellas. When the harvest was 
gathered, and the booty had been heaped up 
on the stage, the brigands allowed the curtain 
to fall, and" qnitely withdrew, carrying al' 
with them. The money thus obtained amount 
cd to 7000 Roman piasters, or about 40,000 
francs, and the bijoux, objects of art, &c., a 
double that sum. 


Thu next day an Austrian detachment se 


out in pursuit of the band, which probably hai 
dispersed by that time in the mountains, or 
passed the Tuscan frontier. Their nutnbei 
is supposed to have been about three or four 
hundred. It in probable that they were in 
Icnguo with some of the inhabitants. Howevei 
this may be, private houses and public treasu- 
ries all have been plundered with the excep- 
tion of the Monte do Piete, the- fastening o 
which resisted all the attempts made to break 
it.

Two or Three Things. 


The present Legislature will hereafter stand 


as a beacon of the folly of trusting to party to 
:arry out great and good objects. 
The time 


has been when party— and especially the dem- 
ocratic party—was employed to promote just 
mnciples, but that day has evidently passed. 
The course of the Legislatnre on the Slave 
question is unworthy of any Legislative body, 
and shows that the party, in this State, is 
ready to sacrifice all their old professed prin- 
iples, for fellowship with the South, and with 
its Presidential candidates. 


For this it postponed the Resolutions on the 


River and Harbor Bill, lest the party here 
might be placed in an attitude of opposition to 
Lewis Cass. 


For this, too, it indefinitely postponed all 


action on the Fugitive Slave Law Memorial. 
This memorial passed the Senate, and a cer- 
tain evening was appointed for its considera- 
tion. It was called up, Mr. LaDue moved to 
lay it on the table with his own wonderful Re- 
port, which failed, and Judge Spooner made 
an able speech on the whole subject. Mr- 
Biddlecorab replied in true Southern style, 
Mr. Jenkins spoke briefly in answer, and the 
subject was postponed to a particular evening. 
But, afraid to meet Judge Spooner's reply, 
the party resorted to the contemptible move- 
ment of adjourning over that evening, to get 
rid of the whole subject. 


After being taunted with their cowardice, 


they again agreed to make it the special order 
for another evening, but when the time ap- 
proached they again rallied, and by yeas and 
noes, postponed it. We shall publish the re- 
cord. 
So the party which, two years ago, 


took strong Free Soil ground, now refuse to 
say a word against tha Fugitive Slave Law, 
and by smothering all opinion on the subject, 
virtually sustain it. The people watch their 
servants. 


Adjournment of the legislature. 


Both branches of the Legislature adjourn- 


ed Monday morning, having finished up the 
work before it. From, the account given in 
the Madison Democrat, we gather that the 
apportionment bill pas8ed,allowing 22 Senators 
and 72 Assemblymen. The appropriation bills 
generally passed. 
Thanks were passed to the 


presiding officers of both houses, and after the

Peace to its ashes.

our other arrangements, to do so. We have 
conditionally, promised to publish our speech 
at Gardiner's Hall, on ttie subject of Land 
Limitation, and this will be as full a presenta- 
tion of the subject as we can spare room to 
give. 


The Committee undertake to answer—and 


we think successfully—the following objec- 
tions to Land Limitation : 


1. It interferes with the primary disposal 


of the soil, by the United States in Congress 
assembled, and with regulations Congress 
may find necessary for securing the title in 
such soil, to the bona fide purchasers. 


2. It destroys the allodial character of the 


lands of the State. 


3. It conflicts with the Ordinance of 1787, 


in restraining descents. 


4. It impairs the obligation of contractg. 
5. It takes private property for public uses, 


without making just compensation therefor. 


The report is signed by E. Estabi-ooks and 


Chas. E. Jenkins. Mr. Jenkins has labored 
earnestly and faithfully for the success of this 
measure, has made two able speeches on the 
subject, and has deserved well of his constitu- 
ents and of the friends of Land Reform. The 
people will remember their public servants in 
the Legislature who have been true to their 
cause.

since the subject of Infidelity has been pub- 
licly broached, in the recent Land Limitation 
discussion, than to call attention to an old 
work, which we must presume, from the 
slight allusions to it, and mis-quotations from 
it, by the opponents of Land Limitation, has 
nearly gone out of print We have several 
copies of the work, in our Library, and shall 
be happy to show any inquiring minds, passa- 
ges of great excellence and beauty, well worth 
their study and application. 


The work treats mainly of human rela- 


tions, rights and duties, and has a clear and 
and faithful historical summary of the human 
race. It is evidently impartially written, for 
the follies and vices of mankind are plainly 
sketched, and the portrait is by no means flat- 
tering. It shows—if true—that we are all 
bad enough ; that there is no need of our run- 
ning around to ask our neighbors'if our op- 
ponent is not an infidel, and that church mem- 
bership ig a poor substitute for Christian char- 
acter. This book is called the Bible. It used 
;o be thought worthy of reverence, when we 
were a boy, and was considered the standard 
of Christian faith and practice, but latterly it 
seems to be chiefly useful to bolster up the 
ight of the rich to monopolize the soil, and 
to anathematize Land Reformers with. But 
)eing like a two-edged sword, cutting both 
ways, but with the sharpest edge always to- 
ward the greatest sinners, it is said that when 
egitimately wielded, it cuts the rich a great 
deal worso than it does the poor. Hence the

Without saying a word aa to the merits of 


;ho Sholes claim, we wish to protest againt 
making printing a by-word and reproach in 
;bls State. It is enough that the State itself 
:ias adopted the plan of grinding the profes- 
sion to the lowest notch in giving out its con- 
tracts—it is enough that every dough-head 
who hardly knows how to read printing after 
it is performed, deems it his duty to stand up 
in the Legislatnre and declaim against the 
prices paid for it—these and a thousand other 
things are amply enough for the profession to 
bear, without one of its members bearing false 
testimony against it. The lowest price at 
which a proprietor can make an ordinary liv- 
'ng at printing such a work ns the Revised 
Statutes, 50 cents per 1000 ems, for setting 
the types ; and yet Mr. Ladue tells the Leg- 
islatnre that his estimate is 25 cents. A jour, 
printer, competent to work upon such a book, 
xmld not be hired to do it less than from 25 
to 30 cents. The materials in an establish- 
ment employed upon the book did not cost 
!ess than $5,000, most of which 'are very 
perishable, having to be replaced by new 
Dries every year or two, a'ftd yet one of us has 
the hardihood to say that all this establishment 
can be thrown into use upon the work for the 
very pieces, or lower ones, paid to the men 
who handle the types. In New York city, 
at this moment, jours are paid 32 cents per 
1000. 


The competition, the jealousy and recrimi- 


nation now going on among members of the 
profession who are struggling for the State 
printing, is doing damage enough without the 
help of others. "Those who have respect for 
themselves, should party thrusts at their busi- 
ness instead of lending a helping hand. Tb* 
printers of this State bring as much honesty, 
enterprise, capital and industry into the prac- 
tice of their profession, as any other class, 
and deserve an equal remuneration. They 
will get it, if they do not, by abandoning self 
respect, lose the respect of others. 


The above from the Green Bay Advocate 


is the truth, and Mr. Ladue has shown him- 
self very ignorant and very dishonest, by his 
report.

ARCHBISHOP HOGHES IN ROME.—Arch- 


bishop Hughes seems to be quite a lion at 
Home. Large numbers of the clergy there 
flock to hear the doctrines of the mother 
church, so ably expounded by a subject of a 
government which they had deemed half bar- 
barious at least. He preaches each Sunday in 
the Church St. Andrea delle Fratte, to large 
and mixed congregations. He still predicts 
the proximate downfall of Protestantism, say- 
ing that " ere long it will have disappeared 
from the world as comjjletely as the heretical 
sects of ihe Arians and Manichaeans." 


It seems he has donned the three-cor- 


nered hat, purple stockings, and gold chain 
of a Moniignore, at which the Americans in 
in Rome, were highly offended, considering 
it beneath the dignity of their countrymen to 
assume any other garb or trappings than that 
of their own country—a principle on which 
all the diplomatic representatives of the United 
States act in defiance of the Court ettiquette 
of European governments.

And I Jim as like to be right in one case as 


the other, for how can I tell whether she love J 
him or not.

the plainiilf. I see a tear starting in every eye. 
J hear the ladies sobbing all around me ; while 
the intelligent men of the jury are blowing 
the noses with unexampled violence, lest it 
should be thought that they could shed a tear. 
1 behold the Judge working his facial 
mus- 


cles, his mouth into all sorts of shapes, as if 
from the depth of his emotion he would say, 
4 I'll tell you what it is, I can't stand this 
much longer.'"
